Falkenstein, Saxony, fifteen miles from 
Plauen. After the fall of the Kapp dic. 
tatorship Hoelz and his band made 
sudden raids on adjacent towns. 

The bandit, with about 300 of his aa. 
herents, was reported on April 13 at 
Klingenthal, thirteen miles east-south- 
east of Plauen, and it was said he had 
the town completely cowed. Hoelz 
called upon Klingenthal to deliver 
1,000,000 marks to him. The following 
day Hoelz, with a small part of his 
band, suddenly appeared at Auerbach. 
After an exchange of shots with the 
local guard ten of the marauders were 


captured, but Hoelz escaped.

IT COSTS US ONLY 
$6,750,000,000A 


Washington, D. C., April 18.—It cost 
$5,028,176,000 to run the government 
for the first nine months of the fiscal 
year. With this as an average, treas- 
ury officials today said ‘total govern- 
ment expenditures for the twelve 
months’ period ending June 30 next 
would reach approximately $6,750,000,- 
000, or more than $18,000,000 a day. 

Further appropriation by congress 
and the soldier bonus, which is esti- 
mated will cost the government $1,000,- 
000,000, are not included. Last De- 
cember Secretary Glass figured that 
running expenses would amount to $6,-

The principal items which go to 
make up the nine months’ expenses 
are: War department, $1,301,605,000; 
railroad administration, $776,590,000; 
navy department, $621,364,000; ship- 
ping board, $433,100,000, and interest 
on the public debt, $664,928,000. Con- 
gress has spent for its own mainte- 
nance $15,309,000 and the executive 
offices cost $6,177,000.
